THK INDIAN BILL. 

Mr. WINDOM, from the Conference Commit- 
tee on the Indian Appropriation bill, made a re- 
port, which was agreed to. | 
Ihe report fixes the appropriation for the 
Apaches of Arizona and New Mexico at $550,000, 
instead of $700,000 as voted by the Senate, and 
compromises on $65,000 for the Indian service 
ia California, the House item of $50,000 for 
this purpose having been increased by the Sen- 
ate to $80,000. The appropriation for the 
Apaches last year was $750,000, and for the year 
before $825,000. 

THE DISTRICT BILL. 

The CHAIR laid before the Senate a message 
from the President (published in the House re- 
port).

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 
ARKANSAS AFFAIRS.

Mr. POLAND said the Committee had exam- 
ined a considerable number of witnesses from 
Arkansas, and had got a general idea of the con- 
dition of things. The Committee was unan- 
imously of the opinion, the Democratic members 
of it as well as the Republican members, that it 
was necessary for the peace order of 
| things in Arkansas that the Committee should 
be continued during the vacation. So far as the 
individual members of the Committee were con- 
cerned, they had no special desire to visit 
Arkansas, but they were of the opinion that it 
was highly proper and im 
mittee should be continu The resolation was 
adopted—yeas, 139: nays, 74. 

CONFERENCE CURRENCY BILL. 

Mr. DAWES presented the report of the Con- 
ference Committee on the Currency bill, and 
proceeded to explain it. He regretted that the 
report did not contain, as the first conference 
report had, any provision either for the early re- 
sumption of specie payments on the part of the 
Government, or for any retirement under an 
circumstances of any portion of the Governmen 
issue. He ts exceedingly that it had been 
found impossible to bring the two Houses to- 
gether on any such agreement. 

But the matter which seemed to some not only 
to be demanded by public faith, but also seemed 
easy of accomplishment, had been found unable 
to regulate through the two Houses or in two 
Conference Committees. 

The Committee, however, could not hesitate 
to feel that the fixing of the maximum issue of 
greenbacks was something gained. It had 
therefore fixed the maximum at #332,000,000 
and required it to be kept in circulation instead 
of baving part of it keps in reserve in the Treas- 
ury, to be shot out or drawn inasifon some 
tramway. The second feature of the bill was 
equally important. 
no further increase of the National-Bank our- 
rency, therefore the country would know, so far’ 
as this Congress was concerned. that the whole 
volume of the National-Bank currency was capa- 
ble of being ascertained. 

Another question which had stared the Com- 
mittee in the fece was the necessity of the distri- 
bution of the National-Bank currency, and,as he 
was the only member of the Conference Com- 
mittee who represented a section of the country 
which had more than its share of the bauk-note 
circulation, it would not have been becoming ia 
him to oppose redistribution. He had, there- 
fore, given in his adhesion to the report, which 

roposed to redistribute $55,000,000 of the 
$80 000,000 now retained by one section of the 
country more than it was entitied to by ratio of 
wealth and ion. 

— 1 was as 4 the — re- 
serve, and on point explained what 
would be the effect of the bill. He commended 
this report to the consideration of the House, 
and particularly to that section of the country 
which had steadily refused two things,— 
an inérease in the volume 
rency, and free 
the same time got $30,000,000 more than 
its share of the currency. He would 
gay to that section of the country that it could 
not afford to stand before the 2 in the light 
of hesitating whether it would do justice in 
distribution of what currency there is. If it re- 
fused to permit any more he desired to suggest 
that that section of the country was ultimately 
in the power of the other section, which only 
demanded this equitable distribution, and noth- 
ing more. To do equitably was the surest way 
to secure tx 

Mr. HA I (Conn.) declared, as a Now 
Englander, and as a representative of the bank- 
ing centre, that he was willing to vote for the 
redistribution of $55,000,000 if that part of the 
bill were separated fromthe rest. He 
to have voted on the proposition to that effect 
Offered by Mr. Kasson. 

Mr. GU 7 addressed Mr. Hawley. 

Mr. HAWLEY (impetuously)—Not a word. 

Mr. H LL—Does not the gentieman 
know it is im ible to vote for a redristibution 
of $55,000,000 unless he votes for this bill? 

Mr. HAWLEY—I claim the floor without in- 
terruption. I say, as a New Englander, that you 
are at liberty to take all of this cu which 
is necessary to equalize the distribution, but I 
will not vote for any measure that increases the 
volume of irredoemable paper currency, or that 
decreases the vaiue of the currency in actual 
use, and thereby expands prices to the widest 
margin between paper and gold, aud to that ex- 
tent postpones indefinitely the day of resump- 
tion. The gentleman has got to come to this 
doctrine just as sure as grass grows and water 


runs. 
Mr. KELLEY—No, you have got to abandon 


it, 

Mr. HALE (Me.) said he, like the gentleman 
from Connecticut (Hawley) was willing to vote 
for a redistribution of the bauk circulation, but 
he weut farther than that, He was not only will- 
ing to vote for it asa just proportion of 2 
but he was going to vote for this bill. * 
Good! Good! Amen!] The difference between 
them Hawley and himself—was that the gen- 
tleman from Connecticut was in favor of a fair 
distribution when it could not be voted, while he 
(Hale) was in favor of it when it could be yoted 


on. 

Mr. HAWLEY (in loud and angry tones)— 
That is an unjust and ungentlemanly insinua- 
tion. [Cries of order and loud hammering of 
the Speaker 's gavel.]

Instead 
of tobacco causing the teeth to decay, it is the 
very best thing in the world for them, and those 
who wish to preserve their teeth should immed- 
iately take to smoking, if they have not already 
indulged in the habit. At a lecture on teeth, 
laughing, and electricity, as connected with the 
dental surgery, delivered last month in London, 
by Mr. Thomas Brown, the lecturer ob- 
served that it was popularly considerea that the 
practice of eyo deteriorated the teeth. 
There could,” ed, be no greater fal- 
lacy. It was true that it sometimes discolored 
the teeth, but it did not cause decay; on the con- 
tratry, it prevented decay on account of the dis-

THE PARISIAN DEAD. 


Will the much-talked-of practice of cremation 
become popular in Paris,—the city which, more 
than any other, perhaps, feels the necessity of 
making some new disposal of the remains of the 
dead, forthe better protection of the living? 
We are inclined to answer this question in the 
negative, after reading the long and interesting 
article of Maxime du Camp on the “‘ Cemeteries 
of Paris,” in a recent number of the Revue des 
Deux Mondes. 

After giving the history of the principal burial- 
grounds of Paris, and relating the horrors that 
have resulted from the too-crowded condition of 
the greater pumber of them, he ailudes to cre- 


mation as follows: 
The simplest means of remedying these inconveni- 
ences—the disrespectful piling-up of dead bedies, the 
vitiated air and putrid water—would be to turn back 
to the customs of the ancient Romans, and build up 
funeral pyres instead of digging graves. A long cam- 
ign in favor of cremation was undertaken, but it 
failed, owing to public indifference and the opposition 
of many functionaries. Individual efforts have not 
been more successful, On the 3lst of May, 1857, a per- 
son applied for authorization to exhume his father’s 
body, buried nine years before, and to burn it. He 
was told that an existing law prohibited the giving of 
such authorization. Still this notion is in the air; it 
will end by ueeuming a practical form. Austria, it is 
said, does not reject it; and Switzerland praises it. 
The question is not to enforce cremation, but to 
leave it optional. The Church is opposed to it, and 
yet this opposition does not rest on any ecclesiastical 
decree ; there is no text, in fact, prohibiting the in- 
cineration of bodies, —et in pulverem reverteris, say the 
Sacred Scrptures. The Church obeys, rather, the 


Jews converted by the Apostles, and Greeks converted 
by St. Paul. Now, the Greeks burned the dead oniy 
after battles or in times of pestilence; and the Valiey 
of Jehoshaphat affords us proof that the Hebrews 
buried their dead. The Church has respected and 
consecrated by usage the custome of ber first chiidren, 
—customs to which they must have been the more at- 
tached, that they were contradictory to those of the 
Romans, who had eo cruelly persecuted them. Then 
St. Paul has said that our bodies are the members of 
Jesus Christ and the holy temples of the Spirit of 
God.“ These facts explain the opposition of the 
Church, as the necessity of investigations in criminal 
cases explains that of the Judiciary. Yet it would be 
a mode of disap vastiy super to that at 
resent followed. It is betier to go off in smoke, and 
some a little ashes, than to become that nameless 
thing which even science cannot designate, 
Failing cremation, the writer suggests the car- 
rying out of Baron Haussmann's plan for a large 
cemetery many miles from Paris. But here, 
again, an objection presents itself,—almost as 
great against a far-removed burial-ground as 
against cremation. It isto be found in the 
strong attachment manifested by the Parisians 
for their dead, as shown in the following curious 
statistics : From the lat to the 7th of December, 
1873, there were 752 funerals, attended by 21,418 
people. During the same period of time, 46.617 
persons visited the graves of their loved 
ones. The weather was inclement during 
the first five days; yet, on the 
Monday, there were 6,837 visitors. The

The daily average 
of visitors, in winter, is 8, 964; in summer 11,245 ; 
but, on certain solemn occasions, such as All 
Sainte’ Day and All Souls’ Day, (the let and 2d 
of November) this average is lost sight of in the 
immense throng that fills the cemeteries. In 
the same year, 1873, it rained during these two 
days, and the number of people who entered the 
gates of the Paris cemetaries was over 370,000, 
How to provide transportation by rail for such a 
crowd is no indifferent question, though not one 
requiring immediate solution, since the number 
of the living who visit the cemeteries mustjbear a 
certain porportion with that’ of the dead who 
sleep there. Says M. Du Camp: 

This respect for ths dead, this sort of worship of 


of the people of Paris. A custom bequeathed by an- 
tiquity, religious beiief, and a tender recollection of 
their lost dear ones, combine, doubtiess, to form this 
sentiment, which one cannot fail to remark who visits 
our cemeteries, where neglected graves are so uncom- 
mon that they may be counted. It seems as if death 
were not understood, and that none will admit the 
thought of material annihilation, They wish 
to please the dead as they would the living. This 
is clearly shown in those burial-grounds where 
there are picturesque prospects, as, for instance, in 
that of Pere la Cuaise, where certain points command 
a view of the belt of hilis thatsurround Paris. There, 
the tombs, ornamented with small terraces, are so dis- 
posed that, if the occupant were to rise suddenly from 
his grave, his eyes would be greeted by a maguificent 
landacape. This is not the result of chance; the archi- 
tect is often com pelled to resort to artificial combina- 
tions in order to obtain the desired exposition. The 
flowers which the dear departed loved best are planted 
upon his grave, as though their fragrance could reach 
bim through the cold, heavy ground. 

Families who havea perpetual, or even tem 
8 a subscription toa marble cutter, who, for 
u sta yearly stipend, undertakes to have the grave 
kept in order by a gardener. The poor people—those 
of the free trench—cannot afford this luxury, and they 
tend, themselves, the few feet of ground, inciosed by a 
wooden railing, where sleep ther dead, They come on 
Sundays, bringing cheap flowers, and carrying in their 

ds a small watering-pot, fliled at the nearest foun- 
tain; and they remain for hours at work, cultivating 
the small funeral garden. Sometimes they place 
strange things at the toot of the wooden cross; plaster 
statuettes that have no allegorical meaning, large 
shelis, fragments of mill-stones arranged so as to form 
the rembiauce of a rock; shall I say that I have even 
seen a smokine ype hid in a bunch of immortelles ! 

But the greves of children, above all, shouid be seen. 
There, devotion almost becomes fetichism. By the 
side of the Scandinavian hero his friends buried his 
horse and his arms, in order that he might make a 
suitabie figure on entering Odin’s dominions; in the 
sarcophagus of the young Grecian giri they threw her 
favorite jewele. The spirit of these old customs bas 
survived the changes brought about by time, the teach- 
ings of religion and philosophy, and still lives in our 
midst.

Pet Crows. 

It was my lot once uponatime to be down 
with fever in India. The room in which I lay 
was the upper flat of an gt aye building, in 
a rather lonely part of the suburbs of «a 
town. it had three windows, close to which 
grew a large banyan tree, beneath the shade of 
whose branches the crew of a line-of-battle 
ship might have hung their hammocks with 
comfort. The tree was inbabited by a colony 
of crows; we stood—the crows and I—in the 
relation of over-the-way to each other. Now, 
of all birds that fly, the Indian crow. must 
bear the palm for audacity. Living by his 
wits, he is ever on the best of terms with bim- 
self, and his impudence leads him to dare 
anything. Whenever, by any chance, Pandoo, 
my attendant, left the room, these black gen- 
try paid me a visit. Hopping in by tne score, 
and, regarding me no more than the bed-post, 
they commenced a minute inspection of every- 
thing in the room, trying to destroy everything 
that could not be eaten or carried away. They 
rent the towels, drilled holes in my uniform, 
stole the buttons from my coat, and smashed my 
bottles. One used to sit on a screen close by m 
bed every day, and scan my face with his evi 
eye, saying, as plainly as could be: “ You're 
getting thinner and beautifully less; in a day or 
two, you won't be able to lift a hand; then III 
have the pleasure of picking out your two eyes.” 

Amid such doings, my servant would generally 
come to my relief, perhaps to find such a scene 
as this: two or three pair of hostile crows, with 
their feathers standing up around their necks, 
engaged in deadly combat on the floor over a 
silver spoon or a tooth-brush; half-a-dozen 
perched upon every available chair; an unfor- 
tunate lizard; with a crow at each end of it, 
getting whirled wildly round the room, each 
crow thinking he had the best right to it ; crows 
everywhere, hopping about on the table, and 
drinking from the bath; crows perched on the 
window-sill, and more crows about to come, 
each crow doing allin his power to make the 
he faithful Pandoo 
would take all this in ata glance; then would 
ensue a helter-skelter retreat, and the windows 
darkened by the black wings of the flying crows, 
then silence for a moment, only by some 
apologetic remark from Pandoo. 

When at length happy days of convalescence 
came round, and I was able to get up, and even 
eat my meals at table, I found my friends, the 
crows, a little more civil and respectful. The 
thought occurred to me to make friends with 
them; I consequently began a system of feedi 
them after every meal-time. One old crow 
caught, and chained to a chair with a fiddle- 
string. He was a funny old fellow, with one 
club-foot. He never refused his food from the 
very day of his captivity, and I soon ht him 
a few tricks. One was to lie on his , when 
so placed, for any length of time, till set on his 
legs again. This was called turning the turtle. 
But one day this bird of freedom hop away, 
fiddle-string and all, and a whole fortnight elaps- 
ed before I saw bim again. I was just begin- 
ning to put faith in a belief common in 
India—namely, that a crow, or any other 
bird that has been for any time living 
with human beings, is put to instant death 
the moment he returns to the bosom of his 
family; when, one day, while — — break- 
fasting some forty rows, my club-footed pet re- 
appeared, and actually picked the bit from my 
hand, and ever after, un il I left, he came regu- 
larly thrice a day to be fed. The other crows 
came with surprising exactness at meal-times; 
first one would alight on the shutter outside the 
window, and peep in, as if to ascertain bow near- 
ly done I happened to be, then fly away for five 
or ten minutes, when he would return, and have 
another peek. As soon, however, as I ap- 
proached the window, aud raised my arm, I was 
saluted with a chorusof cawiug from the banyan- 
tree; then down they swooped in dozens; and 
it was no very easy task to fillso many mouths, 
although the loaves were Government ones. 

These pets had adeadly enemy in a brown 
raven—the bramla-kite; swifter than arrow from 
bow he descended, describing the arc of a great 
circle, and carrying off in bis ht the largest 
lump of bread he could spy. He, for one, never 
stopped to bless the hand of the giver; but the 
crows, I know, were not ungrateful. Club-foot 
used to perch beside me on a chair, and pick his 
morsels from the floor, always premising that two 
windows at least must be open. Astothe — 
their persecutions ended; they never “ppe 
except when called upon, The last act of their 
gression was to devour a very fine specimen

deeds and mortgages. Ihe releases increased 
from 845 in the month of January to 1,179 in 
May, 1874, and they have evidently acquired a 
momentum which promises to reduce the incum- 
brances placed on real estate Ly the necessities 
growing out of the Great Fire more rapidly 
than the most sanguine could have anticipated. 
It is doubtless true that there is little or no de- 
mand for money on inside property, and to 
those who fondly linger over the flush times of 
the Joaning business immediately after our great 
calamity, the present season must seem aggra- 
vatingly dull.

Flagg kept a barber- 
shop on Lake street, near Western avenue, and 
this girl lived in the family, doing the domestic 
work, for which she was paid wages. The 
family attended the neighboring Methodist 
Church, and she appears to have been known to 
the members, at least by sight, from her regular 
attendance. So far as the neighbors are aware, 
she had no male companions or associates, ex- 
cept her brother-in-law Flagg, who seems to have 
exercised a careful supervision of her acquaint- 
ance. When she was attended to church or 
elsewhere, it was invariably by Flagg. Sudden- 
ly, and seemingly without cause, she abandoned 
her place with her sister, and the next that is 
heard of her is that she is at a house on Jeffer- 
son street kept by a Mrs. Heiland, and is sick. 
From that place she wrote to Flagg, asking bim 
to call. He did so, and from herself he first 
heard of her condition. He protests that he ad- 
vised her to resort to no unnatural proceedings ; 
but she avowed her purpose to do so, even if she 
died. From her; he says, he heard that she had 
already, at the office of Dr. Earll, submitted to 
an operation to destroy an unborn child. Nine 
days after it she died, having in the meantime 
apparently got well enough to walk about the 
house. She was attended at the house of Hei- 
land by Earll, who bore messages to and from 
her and Flagg. The Coroner’s jury found @ 
verdict that Earll had committed an abortion, 
that Flagg was an accessory before the fact, and 
the woman Heiland an accessory after the fact. 
The law of this State makes the offence, where 
the person dies, murder. 

It is notorious that in every large city there 
are a number of persons who are known to the 
public as professional abortionists. There are 
also a number of lodging-houses where persons 
desiring the services of such professionals may 
find temporary homes. Notwithstanding the 
statutory penalties for such offenses, and the 
public odium which attaches to the trade, these 
villains evidently do an extensive and profitable 
business. Men and women do not follow unre- 
munerative trades ; and the scores who practice 
this trade or profession attest by their numbers 
and their profits that they have plenty of cus- 
tomers, This custom is not only drawn from the 
population of the city, but from all parts of the 
Northwest. 

Attempts have been made in various places to 
break up this infamous and murderous traffic in 
human life, but they have failed. That there are 
hundreds of women thus murdered annually, of 
whose fate no one ever hears, is unquestionably 
true. Those whose cases are brought to light 
are exceptional, and their discovery is generally 
due to accident. In this case the body of this 
unfortunate girl had been sent to Wisconsin to 
be buried, when an accident led to the investi- 
gation, which has disclosed a case of cruel homi- 
cide. There is a difficulty in prosecuting crimes 
of this kind, because the victim, who alone 
could tell the facts, is in her grave. The 
crime is committed in secret, and the 
grave closes over the only witness who 
could have furnished the whole evidence. The 
fact that these operations are frequently per- 
formed without fatal consequences removes 
from the minds of the victims much of the ap- 
prehension that would otherwise deter them 
from risking such a death. Instances have oc- 
curred where persons have submitted to this 
torture on several occasions, and have at last 
perished. Prosecutions have failed here, as they 
have failed elsewhere, because Courts and juries 
have hesitated to convict m cases where the 
evidence was indirect, though the guilt has been 
notorious. We do not wish to préjudge this 
cage. It is assumed, perhaps unjustly, that the 
man Flagg was the father of the child, though 
the evidence is weak. The murdered girl, even 
in her lest moments, declined to give any infor- 
mation on that point. : 

Of the man Earll, however, there is more to 
be said. This is by no means the first fatal case 
in which he has appeared as operator. Indirect- 
ly, he has been extensively advertised for years 
as a professional abortionist, and the time has 
come, we think, that the fact whether he is or is 
not should be judicially tested. If he is really 
guilty, and this murder of Rose Jackson can 
be traced to him by sufficient testimony, he 
should be sent to the Penitentiary for the longest 
term that the law allows. 

Thescenes at these dens of infamy are shocking. 
The victims are generally females who live by their 
labor,and who cannot command the money to ena- 
ble them to go elsewhere and become mothers. 
They flock to the offices of these brutes, and, 
paying them all their hard-earned savings, risk 
their lives upon the success of a fearful opera- 
tion. How many go to their homes and die 
without disclosing the fact that they have been 
-murdered, no one can tell, and the abortionist, 
reaping a golden harvest, cares nothing. Dead 
women tell no tales, and this days horror is 
swept from the public mind by that of to-mor-

valued at 63, 817, 201, 414, leaving an excess of im- 
ports over exports of 61.040, 888.721. From this 
must be deducted an export of specie and bull- 
ion amounting in value to $681,946,067, which 
leaves $358,589,654 excess of imports over ex- 
ports. 

- Another element in the computation must not 
be lost sight of, however, viz.: an estimate of 
the amount of smuggling and undervaluation. 
Mr. Young, from à careful examination of the 
subject during four years, has come to the con- 
clusion that an addition of 3 per cent to the to- 
tal value of imports is ample allowance for 
smuggling and undervaluation. Mis reasons are 
these: Neither bulky nor free goods are smug- 
gled, and merchandise paying specific 
duties is not undervalued. The kinds 
of goods most likely to be smuggled 
are precious stones, jewelry, watches, silks, 
laces, etc. The official returns of the port 
of New York show that the total value of free 
and dutiable merchandise which entered into 
consumption during the year ending July 30, 
1873, was $438,000,000, 3 per cent of which is 
$13,140,000. The imports of precious stones, 
jewelry, and all manufactures of gold and silver, 
watches and watch movements and materials, 
silk dress goods, the articles most easily 
smuggled, amounted in value to $23,101,770, 
and with fine laces and embroideries probably to 
$26,000,000. The $13,000,000is, therefore, equal 
to one-half of the value of these articles that 
paid duty. Mr. Young thinks that $5,000,000 
will cover the value of the precions stones, 
jewelry, watches, laces, and embroideries, 
and that $8,000,000 will more than cover 
that of the smuggled silk goods; $13,000,000 
will therefore more than cover both, i. e., an ad- 
dition of 3 per cent to the value of the importa- 
tions will cover all evasions of the reverne; 
and 8 per cent of the whole importations be- 
tween July 1, 1862 and Dec. 31, 1873, amounts 
to $146,861, 754. 

The value of the imports being the value esti- 
mated at the ports of shipment, the amount of 
freight to the several ports of the United States 
must be added thereto; and Mr. Young thinks 
that 6 per cent on the total value of imports is 
an estimate of approximate accuracy. This will 
increase the estimate of import values by $211,- 
882,456. The freights on exports to United 
States ship-owners must of course be deducted 
from the aggregate of freights carried by foreign 
vessels. This Mr. Young estimates at $87,000,- 


000. The interest-which has become due on the 


debt while it has been accruing is supposed to 
be not less than $277,000,000 nor more than 
$290,000,000. Mr. Young uses the larger figure 
in his computation. The problem then stands

From which it appears that we owed Europe 
on Dec. 31, 1874, a debt incurred since July 1, 
1863, equal to $920,000,000. In computing the 
aggregate of the debt, however, it is necessary to 
bear in mind that our securities sold at an average 
of 80 cents on the dollar, our credit abroad not 
being assured during the first half of the period 
under review. The par value of our debt to for- 
eign nations amounts to $1,150,000,000. Putting 
the ante-war securities, the bonds of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania, of Massachusetts, 
and other States owned in Europe at $50,000,- 
000, we have an aggregate foreign indebtedness 
of nearly $1,200,000,000, The estimate made by 
Mr. Young is unofficial, but none the less inter- 
esting on that account. 

VERDIS LAST WORK. 

Pending the production of Richard Wagner's 

Nibelungen Trilogy” at Baireuth, in 1876, the 


great event in the musical world is Verdi's Man- 


zon1 ‘‘ Requiem,” which was produced for the first 
time at Milan on the 23d ult., in commemoration 
of the first anniversary of the death of the great 
Italian patriot, Allessandro Manzoni. It was 
written upon a commission from the city author- 
ities of Milan“ ein provincialeo Klein- Paris.“ 
as Hans von Bulow calls it—and 20,000 people 
were present to hear it. As Verdi has reached 
an age when, in the natural order of things, it 
cannot be expected that he will write anything 
more, at least upon a large scale, this Requiem 
has been regarded as his swan song. There are 
not wanting those who declare that it has been 
his ambition to seize the laureis of Rossini, 
by writing « piece of church music 
which should excel the Messe Solennélle,” 
the last of Rossini’s compositions; and the fact 
that Verdi is going immediately to Paris with his 
Requiem gives some color to the charge. As this 
is the event to which all musicians are looking, 
and as Strakosch has already commenced nego- 
tiations fora copy of the score, so as to bring 
out the Requiem next seasén in this country, we 
are glad to be able to furnish some details con- 
cerning the performance of it. We have before 
us copies of the I Secolo, published in Milan, 
and ot the Allgemeine Zeitung, published at 
Augsburg, and, although the accounts differ 
widely, they willbe read with pleasure. The 
German version comes from the pen of the 
great classical virtuoso, Hans von Bulow. 
The Secolo draws a gravhiec picture of the solemn 
aod imposing aspect of La Scala, and, with true 
Italian gusto, dwelis long upon the elegance of 
the audience, the coup dail afforded by the or- 
chestra and chorus, the beauty of the solo. sing- 
ers, Signore Stolz and Waldmann (both Ger- 
man, by the way), and the charms of their toi- 
lettes. Concerning the music itself, it says little, |

the crowds, the spectacle, or the solemnity of the 
pageant. He addresses himself solely and 
severely to the music and the composer, and the 
verdict of the cold Northerner is in striking con- 
trast to the gushing rhetoric of the Secolo. With 
him Verdi is not the representative of the musi- 
cal glory of the world, but “the all-powerful 
corrupter of Italian art-taste,” and the Attila 
of throats.” Although his work is in his latest 
style, which Berlin and Vienna have come to 
know through his Aida (referring. of course, 
to Verdi’s futile attempt to imitate Wagner), 
there is much school-boy writing in it, much that 
is commonplace, and some things that are 
positively ugly.” The best thing that he can 
say for it is that there are signs of diligent labor 
in it, which will surprise many a German 
musician.” To Hans von Balow, Verdis Re- 
quiem is the cold-blooded but artistically- 
arranged triumph of Roman barbarism.” He 
also notes the fact that Verdi is going to Paris 
with the Requiem, and, although it might prove 
financially profitable to German theatre-man- 
agers to produce it, he hopes it will remain in 
Paris. Between the two criticiems there is a 
long distance. Upon the world of music at 
large the criticism of Von Bulow will have great 
effect, although it bears unmistakable marks of 
the strong prejudice of the German against the 
Latin race. It still remains to be determined by 
critics less gushing than the S ecolo, and less 
prejudiced than Von Bulow from a national 
standpoint, whether or not Verdi has won the 
laurel of Rossini. 
THE FACE OF SHAKSPEARE. 

In Scribner's Monthly for July there is an 
interesting article by John 8. Hart on tbe 
‘‘Shakspeare Death-Mask.” The article is all 
the more valuable, as the writer went to Ger- 
many himself to examine the mask, and had 
every opportunity to do so. The mask, if it m- 
deed be a mask, of Shakespeare, affords the only 
undoubted information as to the great dramatist’s 
earthly lineaments. Mr. Hart sifts the proof of 
its authenticity and trustworthiness, and seems 
to agree with the verdict passed upon it by Baron 
Polloek, who, after examining the testimony, 
said: “If I were called upon to charge a jury 
in regard to this point, I should instruct them to 
bring in a verdict in favor of the claimant.” 

The mask in question Mr. Hart found in Darm- 
stadt, in possession of Dr. Ernst Becker, Private 
Secretary of the Princess Alice of Hesse-Darm- 
stadt, who permitted him to examine it, take 
measurements of it, and gave him valuable in- 
formation besides concerning it. The cast came 
into possession of Dr. Becker with other effects 
of his deceased brother Ludwig. The latter dis- 
covered it in 1849 in Mayence. Going afterwards 
to South Australia, he left the cast in charge of 
Prof. Richard Owen, the Anatomist and Curator 
of the British Museum. Ludwig perished in the 
South Australian expedition, and thus the cast fell 
into the hands of his brother Ernst. 

Connected with the history of the mask is that 
of a small oii-painting which is known to have 
been owned by the family of a German nobleman, 
Count Francis von Kesseletadt,who died at May- 
ence in 1843, but whose ancestors had resided in 
Cologne for many generations previous. This 
picture had always been regarded by the family 
as a portrait of Shakspeare, and bore the in- 
scription: ‘* Den Traditionen Nach (according 
to tradition ” and the date, 1637. 


on a bier and a candlestick dimly seen in the 
background. Mr. Becker and others infer- 
red from the appearance and from vari- 
ous peculiarities of the picture that 
it had been painted from an older 
likeness, or probably from a death-mask. Mr. 
Becker went, therefore, in search of the original, 
or the mask. He found that a plaster-of-Paris 
cast of some kind had been in possession of the 
Kesselstadt family, but that it had not been 
much valued by them, After a two years’ 
search be found the mask in 6 pawnbroker’s 
shop in Mayence, among a lot of trash. Every- 
one who has compared the picture and the mask 
says that they are representations of the same 
person. The letters and figures on the back of 
the cast are such as were made two centuries and 
a half ago, and the inscription is, to all 
appearance, of the same age as the 
cast. The experts of the British Museum 
were satisfied that the inscription was cut at the 
time the cast was made, There is no possibility 
that the cast can be a forgery, even though it be 
not a cast of Shakespeare. The inscription on 
the back of the cast is this: 
ä A Dm 1616, 

which signifies died in the year of our Lord 1616 
—the year in which Shakspeare died. That the 
cast, therefore, is related to the Kesselatadt pic- 
ture, that the letter was painted from it, and 
that it is the cast of some one who died the same 
year that Shakspeare did, is certain, The point 
of difficulty is that there is no showing positive- 
ly that any member of the Kesselstadt family was 
ever in England, and it is not known, therefore, 
how the cast got from England to Germany. 
Ludwig Becker supposes that some ailache of 
the German Ambassador poking about among 
the rubbish in the shop of Gerard Johnson— 
the tomb-maker who executed Shakszpeare’s 
monumental bust—saw this cast where it had 
been thrown aside and, struck by the efligy, 
bought it or begged it and carried it home with 
him to Germany, where, after a time, it turned 
up in the Kesselstadt family.

A WORD FOR THE Docs. 

Henry Bergh, the President of the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals in New 
York City, is proving himself a hero in his de- 
fense of the brute creation in general and of 
dogs in particular. For some time past he has 
reasoned with the keeper of the dog-pound 
against the cruelty practiced upon the dogs 
brought there; but, his suggestions not having 
been heeded, he has now notified him that, if 
these scenes ure repeated, he will prosecute 
him under the statute which declares it a 
misdemeanor punishable by a fine of $250 and 
one year’s imprisonment in the Penitentiary for 
any person to torture, torment, deprive of 
necessary sustenance, or needlessly mutilate or 
kill any living creature.” Not satisfied with this, 
Mr. Bergh also brought the matter before Re- 
corder Hackett, who, to his credit be it said, 
came to the help of Mr. Bergh, sent for his 
Grand Jury, and charged them as follows:

to kill large numbers of dogs by problematical and 
precarious suffocation, the reports whereof, as they 


mhuman treatment, seem to indicate a violation of the 
State statutes respecting needless cruelty to animals, 
besides appearing to establish s public nuisance. I 
therefore invite your attention to the subject and com- 
mit it to your charge. ; 

The charge of Recorder Hackett is a noble 
word spoken in the interests of humanity. The 
New York Herald. which has more than once 
ridiculed Mr. Bergh, now comes to his assist- 
ance, and says: 

A dog is as much the property of a citizen as his hat 
or his overcoat, and as much entitled to the protection 
of the law. Even H we seize upon it and keep it in 
custody; as we may claim to do as a matter of munici- 
pal precaution, by what do we destroy it? 
What right have we to offer ty to every thief 
who chooses to enter our houses and carry away our 
dog—not only immunity, but reward for the crime ? 
Is it at all consistent with good morals or with honest 
government to throw these terrible temptations in 
the way of hundreds of young folks, who will gladly 
endugh steal dogs during this warm weather, and, 
profiting by the lesson, turn their attention in the 
winter to other articles of property? 


With the courts, the press, and Mr. Bergh to 
look after his interests, the New York dog is 
comparatively safe. If any animal has earned 
considerate treatment by courage, fidelity, and 
affection, it is the dog. The one taint of hydro- 
phobia which rests upon him has been greatly 
exaggerated. It i still a matter of grave doubt 
among eminent medical authorities whether 
there is such a disease or not; but, even gran 
iti that there is, why should every unmuzzled 
canine be exterminated because there is a possi- 
bility that one dog in a thousand may 
run mad? What guarantee against hydrophobia 
does such wholesale slaughter afford? The Re- 
corder of New York and Mr. Bergh not only 
deserve, thanks of all humane people, but also 
of Tray, Blanche, and Sweetheart for their noble 
protest against this revolting practice of cruelty. 
The dog has defended man longenough. It was 
time somebody came to the defense of the dog.

The Reflexities of Our Editor under 
the Empire. 


Status and Characteristics of 
Prominent Journals. 


Rochefort and La Lanterne.“ 


The tone of French journalism, with its dis- 
tinguishing features, is a natural outgrowth of 
the circumstances under whichithas matured. 
From its earliest entrance upon the field of 
French politics, the independent newspaper has 
been regarded by the central power as a danger- 
ous monster, to be carefully watched and 
shackied, lest its sudden epring should be fatal 
to society. Whenever, in some spasm of 
a revolution, the Government—Moanareby, 
Republic, or Empire—has proclaimed the entire 
freedom of the press, in the silence which fol- 
lowed the thundering applause of the nation it 
has always taken pains to explain that it meant 
a moderate, reasonable, well-bred 

PARISIAN SORT OF LIBERTY, — 


not that wild mountain-nymph whom some 


chimerical English and Americans have apos- 
trophized ; that it meant, in fact, liberty to say 


of the dominant power. 

Napoleon I. was far more afraid of books and 
pamphlets than of cannon-balis. The daily press 
was then in its infancy. There were hardly any 
newspapers out of Paris; there, the number 
of political ones was limited to thirteen, and 
these were controlled by au iron hand. This was 
Napoleon’s greatest mistake. He alienated from 
himself the intellect of France,—that part of it, 
at least, which manifesteditself bythe pen. The 
strongest antagonist of the Bonapartists to-day 
is the spirit of the intelligent men aad women of 
the literary class. Nor is this dus entirely to the 
memories of the First Empire. Louis Napoleon 
repeated, with less excuse, the mistake of his 
uncle, The Revolution of 1830 had turned upon 


| this point more than any other. That of 1548 


had shown the immense power of the new in- 
fluence. To the press of this period, the vent 
which it gave to passion and fanaticiam, the op- 
portunities ft afforded of mutual recognition and 
understanding among the people, an intelligent 
Parisian ascribes the freedom of this revolution 
from the excesses which disgraced that of 1793. 
But never was the French press subjected to a 
system more absolute, 
OR MORE EXASPERATING IN ITS DETAILS, 


than under the 


Second Empire. Whoever 
wished to start a newspaper was required to file 
at the Bureau of the Press a notice of his inten- 
tion, with a statement of the scope and charac- 
ter of the proposed journal, and of the doc- 
trines to be advocated,—a sort of political 
confession of faith on the part of the 
editor, If the Government was satisfied with 
the prospectus offered, it granted what was 
called the preliminary authorization, permitting 
its ap The publisher was then required 
to deposit with the proper official a certain sum, 
—amounting sometimes to a large proportion of 
his capital,—as bail or bond for the good be- 
havior of the new sheet. If the journal thus 
ushered into existence should be go devoid of a 
sense of propriety as to attack an minent 
measure of the Administration, the latter could 
summon the offending journalist before a jury, 
om 9 ee of disseminating ideas tending to 
rupture the peace of society. The question was 
then a simple one: Were or were not the arti- 
cles in question of a nature to throw discredit on 
the Government (soi-disant) selected by the 
people”? In most cases there could be but one 
answer to this, and the Government indemnified 
itself by a heavy fine, for whose satisfaction the 
means were already in its hands. Every news- 
paper paid also a regular tax, levied upon each 
number, thus indicating the extent of its circu- 
lation. If the accounts of leading journal- 
ists may be credited, the old feat of

rete Chasles, Edouard Laboulaye, Jules Janin, 
Renan, and Taine, with others hardly less 
illustrious. a 

The Opinion Nationale was distinguished 
among ite Liberal brethren for the warm sympa- 
thy with the cause of Italian unity,—a sentiment 
which becomes daily rarer in Franee,—and with 
the struggles of the Poles towards a recovery of 
their nationality. Its ideas on these points were 
a key to its general tendencies in questions of 
politica, w were always m the direction of 
abstract right as opposed to might and expedi- 
ency. 
the Tempe, on the contrary, was noted, dur- 
ing Empire, for the adroitness with which 
it pressed itself on State questions,—its 
Machiavellian acuteness in avoiding the censor 
while —_— its mind.

LA LIBERTE. 

Its editor, Emile de Girardin, first won dis- 
tinction as as a journalist on the Presse, which 
he founded in 1836. He is one of the few 
Frenchmen who, in 1848, beliéved that the in- 
terests of true Republicanism would be better 
served by a reform in the existing Government 
than by the dangerous convulsion of a revolu- 
tion, Iu conjunction with Thiers, he offered 
his aid and that of his pa 
to Louis Philippe in the formation 
of a new Ministry caleglated to prevent 
the dawning insurrection by removing its motive. 
His assistance was accepted an hour too late. 
Had the King yielded earlier, France would have 
started on the road to freedom by way of a um- 
ited and constitutional mouarchy with a hberal 
Ministry. Under the Empire, Girardin became 
editor of La Liberia, w achieved a great 
financial success. Of all the Paris journals it 
was the only one which was serious as well as 
eloguent, dignified as well as brill- 
iant' in tone. Where others insinuated, it 
declared; where they sneered, it - openly 
reproved. Its attacks were those of a Junius. 
rather than a penpy-a-liner. To its bold and un- 
compromising, but never petty nor malicious, ut- 
terances, it perbaps owed its immunity from in- 
terference, for the Second Empire feared most 
those who feared it not. The name of this paper 
recalla to many a visitor in Paris his surprise on 
first seeing placarded over kiosk and book-stall, 
La Liberte se wend ici.” What! you said to 
your Parisian neighbor, ‘“‘here, then, liberty is 
sold?” Tou may be quite sure,” he replied 
significantly, that here you will not get it for 
nothing!

It 
was generally the case that these might be best 
understood by discovering who was bis particular 
favorite among French sovereigns. Some made 
an idol of Henry v.; some of leon I.; some 
sighed for the grand old days of Louis Philippe. 
For his part, he did not hesitate to avow that 
the hero of his adoration had always been 
Napoleon II. What a reign was that, my 
friends,—what a reign! No oppressive taxes, 
no arbitrary arrests, vo restrictions of the 
press,—there were none of these things in those 
glorious times of Napoleon II. He trusted that 
uo ene would accase him of enlogiaing amyth- 
ical ‘sovereign, How, be would like to know, 
should we now be living under a leon III., 
if there had never been a Napoleon I. ? 

No set of schoolboys ever relished more 
keenly a severe tl joke on a harsh peda- 
gogue than the Parisians the ingenuity of this 

eclaration. Henceforth Lanterne was known 
as the 

MOST BITTER ENT OF THE GOVERNMENT ; 
but its first attacks were made witha shrewd- 
ness that baffled the censors, and its best, aimed 
arrows were barbed with 6 wit whieh enabled 
them to penetrate to the remotest of the masses. 
Nothing is more native or fascinating to the Gal- 
lic mind than this electric current which seems 
to traverse the Capital without wires, and 
like hghtning from mind to mind. On the days 
of this papers appearance, the evening salons 
shook with laughter at its witsicisms, which 

from up to lip in a way that completely 
mystified foreigners unconscious of the quota 
tion-marks. 

A certain firm is about to publish, it is said, 
the life and reigu of Onar!

Thus the Lanterne, Much of the wit of the 
paper is, however, untranalatabie, requiring a

Encouraged by success and applause, the 
Lanterne soon grew bolder, and was every now 
and then pounced upon by the censorsbip, and 
the whole edition suppressed. On such days 
it was not for sale at stand or shop; how, then, 
did it happen that by evening its contents were 
perfectly well known everywhere in the Paris 
world? That w one of the mysteries ef the 
press. 

Even in those ove of his greatest celebrity, 
however, Rochefo 

Was DISTRUSTED 

by the most able and disinterested of the French 
Republicans. It became apparent that his aim 
was more personal notoriety than the destruction 
of any particular abuses. He attacked not so 
much the Empire as the Emperor himself, and 
that with the grossest persbnalities. Many of 
the bitterest opponents of Imperial despotism felt 
that coarse flings at a man’s wife and dead mother 
were not the most manly modes of opposition. 
From him the gamims learned to shout ip the 
streets * — universally understood to re- 
fer to the Empress; and, y him, the 
most inflammable sludente Les to anno 
with hostile cries the Emperor riding out wi 
Royal vi As champion and ally of the 
Commune, he did more than any one else to 
throw discredit on the name of French Republi- 
can. In his brief communication to the report- 
ers of San Francisco, he said: ‘I shall return 
to France and assist in his attacks on the 
Government.” In that sentence may be readily 
recognized Rochefort. Empire or Republic, it is 
all the same to hi his trade ms that of 
political agitator. In the day when France shall 
be possessed of a Government strong enough 
and liberal enough to leave the press entirely 
free, his day aad of his type will be over.

MISS WILLARD IN THE REPUBLICAN CON- 
VENTION, 


To the Editor of The Chicaco Tribwne : 

Sm: Are you not wrong in charging the Re- 

publican Convention with ungallantry in refusing 
to nominate Miss Willard for the office of State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction? It ap- 
pears tome that youare. When women enter 
the political arena, they have noright to ask 
more than an equal chance with men; and, so 
far from the Convention denying this to Miss 
Willard, they evidently secorded to her sex the 
compliment of 124 votes on the first ballot. No 
man, with her antecedents,’ could have had the 
24, minus the hundred; for did not that Con- 
wution seek to turn back the German vote, and 
is vot Miss Willard prominent in the Temper- 
ance-Crusade, which is the straw that has 
broken the long-suffering German back, and the 
traces which bound the sons of the Fatherland 
to the Republican party ? Perhaps no one was, 
or is, more conscious than the members of that 
Convention of Miss Wiliard’s eminent fitness for 
the place to which her friends wished to elect 
ber; but she is a temperance leader aud lecturer 
of the ultra radical stamp; is a veetotaler, and 
advocates the St. Paul principle, that we should 
eat no meat so long as the worid -stands, if, by 
so doing, we cause oar brother to offend. 
The Convention could not have nominated her 
without throwing down the gauatlet to the liq- 
nor-interest. There are people, no doubt, who 
see no immediate connection between pubiic in- 
struction and temperance, but they are not in- 
formed. The question has entered the public 
schools, and that class of citizens who feel 
aggrieved by the temperance movement are de- 
termined to demand approval of the liquor-traf- 
fic im all candidates for office, as essential to 
their support. As temperance people reek to 
leaven the minds of pupils in the public schools 
witb their principles, so anti-temperance people 
seek to impress on the rising generation their 
own ideas of civil liberty, and are likely to con- 
trol the teachings in our public schools. For 
instance, I have in my possessiou a school-exer- 
cise of a pupil in the Brown School, which proves 
that temperance people are not to have an un- 
disputed field in these institutions. In this case 
the teacher furnished the pupil with niue ques- 
tions to which answers were to be written. The 
ninth reads thus: Tell in as many ways as you 
ean how alcoholic driuks are injurious.“ In 
answer, the scholar wrote: ** Alevholic drinks 
are injurious, physically, mentally, and morally. 
It injures the physical organs of man by causing 
inflammation in the stomach. so that that organ 
canaot perform its duty. Mentally, because it 
soon muddies the brain, and that, by being re- 
peated, renders it useless. 

**Morally, because it makes brutes of men, 
who, wherg much intoxicated, commit murder 
and a great many other crimes.”

A Full Account of the Manzoni BRequi- 
em- Hon It Was Composed. 
From the New York Evening Post, 

The fact that Sig. Muzio, on his return to this 
city in the fall, will bring with him the score of 
Verdis new mass, iatending to produce it in this 
city with all the resources of the new Strakosch 
opera company, will — our devoting some 
space to an account of the work. 

Verdi is a very great admirer of the genius of 
Manzoni, and was a warm persona! friend of the 
dead poet and novelist. The last time they met, 
Manzoni grasped his hand tightly, saying. Let 
me press your hand, for I fear we shall never 
see each other again.“ The words were pro- 
phetic. A few months later, Manzoni died. On 
the day after the funeral, Verdi—says the 
Figaro, from which we gather most of these 
facte—wrote to the municipality of Milan, aa- 
nouncing his intention of composing a requiem 
mass for the first anniversary of the poet's death. 
From that time he devoted his best energies to 


the fulfillment of this promise. 


Iu the month ot June, 1873, Verdi went to 
Paris with his wife (formerly Mile. Strapoli, the 
creator of the principal role im his opera of 
Nabucco). He took rooms at the Hotel de 
Bade, where he remained incognito for three 
months. 

The day after his arrival, a pianoforte was 
cou veyed to his apartment, and he was promptly 
at work. He went out walking every morning 
frpm 7 to 10 o’elock, and, while stroliimg along, 
mentally conceived the plan dt his forthcoming 
composition, and sketched out its principal fea- 
tures. Hi afternoons he devoted to reading. 
his tastes leading him to the study of the best 
phases of French literature. 

In the evening, while Mr. de Locle and Mr. 
Escudier, the only friends admitted to the 
privacy ofis Parisian home, chatted with his 
wife, Verdi, pensive and silent, seated himself 
at the piano. He would run over a prelude, and 
then murmur sotto voce some melody, without 
paving the slightest attention to his compan- 
ions, who, on their part, were careful not to dis- 
turb him. It was during these quiet even- 
ings that Verdi composed the most salient 
points of the mass. After remaining an hour 
and a half at the piano, he would step out for 
another strollin the Boulevards, returning to 
retire at 10 o'clock. When he went back to 
Italy, the greater part of the reqmem was com- 
posed. He prepared the orchestration at Genoa, 
and the complete work was terminated in the 
month of April last. 

There was not much time left to rehearse the 
mass, and prepare it for the anniveisary of the 
death of Manzoni. The task was at once begun. 
Noted artists from all parts of Italy solicited 
the honor of taking part in the performance. 
They came to Milan at their own expense, and 
placed their talents at the disposition of the 
great maestro. The orebestra was quickly 
formed, comprising 110 musicians. all of first 
rank, and includiug the musical directors of the 
ehief theatres of italy. Five thousand musi- 
cians — many coming fiom as far as Sicily—had 
sought the privilege of assisting at this great 
musical solemnity. The ranks of the chorus 
were recruited from among the best-known 
singers, the Chorus of the La Scala opera ser v- 
ing as the foundation. Four ot the most cele- 
brated artists of Ivalv—Madanie Teresa Stolz, 
Madame Maria Waldman, Signor Capponi, and 
Signor Maini—were engaged as the soloists. 

ith such interpreters the rebearsals pro- 
ceeded rapidly. On the 2let of May the last full 
rehearsal took place, under the peisoual direo- 
tion of the composer. No outsiders were ad- 
mitted to this rehearsal on any pretext what- 
ever; but several Composers managed to dis- 
cover the password, and so slipped im aniong the 
ranks of the chorus. 

On the day of the performance, the Chureh of 
St. Mark at Milan was the centre of public inter- 
est. The facade of the edificé was very simply 
decorated with black drapery, relieved by laurel 
wreaths. Above the door floated a black ban- 
ner, bearing in letters of gold the inscription : 

To Tae Mrmory OF Manzoni, 
23d May, 1874, 

The Cathedral of Milan would not have held 
all who wished to hear the requiem, but St. 
Mark's Church was selected for the ceremony 
becanse its acoustic properties are superior to 
those of the Duomo. Besides this, the clergy 
of the Catbedral were unwilling to t women 
to sing in the choruses. The chief of the parish 
of St. Mark had uo such seruple, and, by special 
authorization of the Archbishop, he yielded up 
to Verdi the free use of the church for the day, 

The interior of the sacred edifice was but 
slightly draped with black crape and green 
wreaths. Before the chancel stood a bier cov- 


| ered with a black pall, decked with roses and lau- 


rels, the whole surrounded by lighted candles. 
The singers were placed in the choir to the right 
of the altar, the orchestra to the left. In the 
middie were four seats for the soloists, and a 
music-desk for the conductor. These arrange- 
ments were all personaliv directed by Verdi. 

The clock struck 11. Verdi took his place at 
the condnctor’s desk, and the mass began. The 
work consisted of seven different morceauz. 
There is no prelude. The chorus is heard at the 
seventh bar, and begins the requiem by several 
broken phrases, which, says a listener. impart 
to the mind of the anditor a sort of religious ter- 
ror, and prepare him for the sombre drama 
which is to follow.” These broken phrases led 
toa Kyrie of grand sonority and power of ex- 
pression. 

The second morceau, the Dies Ira, is of itself 
a drama in a drama, for it is composed of nine 
episodes: First, Dies Ire, chorus: Tuba mirum 

orus; Liber scriptus, chorus and fugue ; Quid 
sum miser, trio for soprano, mez#o-soprano, and 
tenor; Hex tremende, quartet and chorus; Re- 
cordare, duo for soprano and mezzo-soprano ; 
ingemisco, solo for tenor: Confutatus, solo for 
basso; Lacrymosa, quartet and chorus. 

This musical picture of the Last Judgment is 
the masterpiece of the mass. It is arranged 
with great skill and sustained by magnificent 
orchestration. In the Tuba mirum four groups 
of trumpets placed at the four angles of 
the body of chorus ers respond to each 
other successively, avd the full orchestra 
and chorus burst out into a formidable tutti, pro- 
ducing an astonishing effect. The bass solo is 
a superb conception.

WABASH AVENUE RAILWAY. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : : 

Sim: In regard to the matter aud necessity of 
further accommodation to move the people in 
the South Division from the suburbs on horse- 
railway lines to the business centre, I find, on 


inquiry, that in New York City there are no less 


than ten parallel lines runuing norih and south, 
consisting of the Tenth, Ninth, Eighth, Seventh, 
and Sixth avenue, Broadway, and University 
Place lines, Fourth avenue, Ibird avenue, Sec- 
ond avenue, and South street lines. Some of 
which have as many as four tracks, or two double 
tracks in the streets. 

The South Chicago Railway have been applied 
to to extend their track in several localities 
further south, and they are willing to 
do so, but, with the present crowded 
condition of State street, it is impos- 
sible to rap any more cars, making 
it an absolute necessity for more room, and an 
additional trunk line. The State street, Archer 
avenue, Cottage Grove, and Indiana avenué cars 
have all at present to come in on State street, so 


that the street is almost blockaded, besides, 


what is more important, the railway is prevented 
from increasing the time, of which there has 
been so much just complaint. 

If the Railway Company had Wabash avenue, 
it could bring the cars fully eight minutes faster 
from Twenty-second to Madison street, thereby 
accommodating the business pubic in a very im- 
portant matter. A car is now started every 
thirty seconds on State street, on the South 
Bide Railway alone, and the confusion is very 

at ti 


great at times. 

The traveling public have their rights, and de- 
mand easy and quick transit. In all Eastern 
cities, Boston, New York, and especially Phila- 
delphia, every facility is given by the city au- 
thorities to carry the people where they want to

Your readers have doubtless already been in- 
formed of the Belton massacre, for by that name 
we must call it, whether the parties were guilty 
or not. Nine men confined in the Beltou Jail. 
on Monday, the 24th ult., were set upon by an 
armed band of vigilante and shot to death. The 
Sheriff, Jailer, aud guards were powerless to pro- 
tect their prisoners from the vengeance of the 
aroused people. Eight of the prisoners thus 
shot had been committed to jail for horse-steal- 
. The ninth was a man bearing the name of 
Mig who murdered his wife some months 
ago in Corvelle County. The murdered prison- 
ers all bore the reputation of being desperadoes. 
John Wesley Hardin, alias Wesley Clements, 
who has become familar to the people of Gon- 
zales, Comanche, Brown, Hamilton, and half-a- 
dozen other counties in this portion of Texas, is 
perhaps one of the most desperate charaters who 
have ever found men to murder and property io 
steal in tuis State, wuich has been a refuge- 
for so many despeiadoes in the past. Joe 
8. Hardin, of this place, who was hung by the 
a few Sunday nights ago, was a 
brotber of John Wesley, the ringleader of all 
the desperadoes. This man has deen credited 
with the commussion of no less than sixteen 
cold-blooded murders. In Bell ani Gonzales 
Counties particularly, this man has inspired 
the people with the utmost fear of his daring 
and prowess. I have heard many stories of this 
famous outlaw, for that is his present character, 
notwithstanding be is the possessor of extensive 
ranches and numerous herds of cattle, and 
might have lived at ease for all the remainder of 
his days. It is said he came from the southern 
part of Kentucky; that during the war he was a 
pait san, and that, as Captain of a band, he com- 
mitted many hormbie deeds. But the most 
probable eccount is that he was born in Kentucky, 
grew to manhood in that State, and became in- 
volved in a difficulty in consequence of a liaison 
formed with a young married woman, the bride 
of oneof his friends. It is said that be seduced 
this young and handsome woman from the path 
then, because her husband, who 
was devotedly atiached to her, 
strated, he killed him and 
country. The woman f.llowed him, and 
for a time the two lived togetber, when he 
abandoned her and left her to ge down the way 
to ruin in a strange city. o came to Texas 
years ago, and entered upon a career which has 
at last sent him a wandering fugitive, pursued 
and hunted from place to place by the minions 
of the law. It is reported of him that no less 
three beautiful women, whose prospects were 
as bright aud whose hopes for happiness had as 


| firm a basis as any in the Lone Scar State, have 


been betrayed, dishonored, and set adrift to 
travel dowa the road to perdition by the arts of 
this bold, bad man.
